REMARKS /ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration of the application is requested. 

Claims 1-10 and 13-24 are now in the application and are 
subject to examination. Claims 1, 13 and 15-18 have been 
amended. Claims 11 and 12 have been canceled. No claims 
have been added. 

In "Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102" on pages 2-4 of the 
above-identified Office Action, claims 1, 2, 4-11, 15-17 and 
19-24 have been rejected as being fully anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,497,720 to Augustine et al. (hereinafter 
Augustine) under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). 

In "Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103" on page 4 of the Office 
Action, claim 3 has been rejected as being obvious over 
Augustine under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Applicant appreciatively acknowledges the Examiner's 
statement in "Allowable Subject Matter" on page 4 of the 
Office Action, that claims 12-14 and 18 "would be allowable 
if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims."

The rejections have been noted and claim 1 has been amended 
in an effort to even more clearly define the invention of the 
instant application. 



Support for the change is found in original claims 11 and 12 
of the instant application. 

Since the subject matter of allowable claim 12 has been added 
to claim 1, claim 1 is believed to be allowable. The 
dependent claims are now all ultimately dependent on claim 1. 

In view of the foregoing, reconsideration and allowance of 
claims 1-10 and 13-24 are solicited.
